HE BURTHA M. FISHER NURSES’ HOME of Provi- 

dence Hospital has been formally opened and is now 
in commission.

The building is four stories high, 
built of limestone and special brick, to harmonize with 
the older buildings of the hospital group. It has a frontage 
of about 200 feet and its equipment includes a music room, 
separate parlors for entertaining, a library, offices, study 
rooms, a lecture room and two large classrooms.

News of the death of the widow of Beverly Weed, 
at Jackson, recalls the personality of the inventor of 
the Weed tire chain. Beverly Weed was a Detroit man 
and in the early days, long before the autcmobile was 
thought of, was a neighbor of ours in the old Bagg Farm 
district, now almost “down town.” Even as a boy he was 
an odd genius, and with his brother, Arthur, was con- 
stantly tinkering with contraptions of one kind and 
another. Both young men were ardent students of ama- 
teur photography, and both had a knack for mechanics. 
Beverly's constant tinkering used to exasperate his 
mother, who banished him and his tools to the base- 
ment of the old house in which they lived. Here appar- 
ently the idea of the tire chain that was to make him a 
handsome fortune came to him. Early efforts to interest 
capital were a failure, but when the chain’s merits were 
gradually demonstrated proper backing finally came. 
In its essence, the Weed tire chain was a pioneer Detroit 
idea, like so many others that have had to do with the 
growth of the industry.

Gambill Motor Co. to 


Train Mechanics 
For Dealers

HICAGO, Oct. 28.—As far- 

reaching and comprehensive 
as such institutions maintained by 
some factories is the service school 
for mechanics established at its 
‘Main service station, 2239 South 
Wabash Ave., by the Gambill Mo- 
tor Company, distributor in this 
territory for the Hupmobile. 
__The school was founded with the 
idea of developing a complete sys- 
tem of uniform service. A unique 
feature is, that while it follows the 
customary program of giving the 
students a better education with re- 
spect to the mechanical make-up of 
the automobile, unusual stress is 
laid upon education in the proper 
manner of meeting service custo- 
mers. 

Emphasis on this phase of the 
curriculum is due to a realization 
that the best automobile built will 
not continue to function satisfac- 
torily without efficient service, and 
the belief that about 60 per cent. 
of retail sales in their particular line 
is produced through the service de- 
partment. 

Mechanics from the shops of 
various Hupmobile dealers in the 
territory constitute the student 
body. The course consists of one 
week of intensive training, nine 
hours per day, and the dealers’ 
mechanics attend in groups of 
from four to six. Students are 
required to punch a time card, 
which serves as a record of their 
attendance, and at the close of in- 
struction are given a written ex- 
amination consisting of 100 ques- 
tions, which cover not only me- 
chanical and technical matters 
but also general knowledge with 
respect to rendering service. 

Ultimate grades of students are 
based on ratings as to application, 
punctuality, neatness and general 
information, and this record is 
placed in the hands of the dealer 


in order that he may determine just | 


what the school has accomplished 
for his representatives. 


It is the ultimate purpose to so} 
educate the mechanics of Hupmo-|} 


bile dealers that sales resistance

Employee Election at 
Goodyear Shows Few 
Foreign-Born 


By A. L. JAMES 
KRON, O., Oct, 28.—That the 
rubber industry at Akron is 
largely an American’ industry, 
drawing on the various states of 
the Union for men, is indicated 
by a recent report at the Good- 
year Tire and Rubber Company 
factory. 

Each year the 16,000 employees of 
the plant elect representatives to an 
industrial assembly, which deals 
with the management on all em- 
ployee problems. The assembly con- | 
sists of sixty members—twenty sen- 
ators, elected biannually, and forty | 
representatives, who hold office for | 
one year. In the last primary elec- | 
t@an it was revealed that of the 120 
winners, only seven were born 
abroad—three being born in Eng-| 
land, one in Ireland, one in Sweden, 
one in Switzerland and one in Nova} 
Scotia. 

Of the remainder forty were born 
in the South and Ohio was the 
birthplace of thirty-three, most of 
the latter having come from the 
small towns and farms of the state. 
Pennsylvania was represented with 
twenty-two, the rest being scattered 
from among the Eastern and West- 
ern states. 

President P. W. Litchfield, who 
gave the original impetus to the 
assembly nine years ago when he 
was vice-president and factory man- 
ager, as a means of contact between 
management and men, stated that 
the assembly candidates furnished 
a good cross-section of the plant 
as a whole, in which ninety-eight 
per cent. are American born, have 
become Americanized or are in the 
process of naturalization. 

“The industry has called for a 
high type of man and the manage- 
ment of Goodyear has tried to keep 
the plant one that will attract the 
best type of American workmen,” 
Litehfield said. 


WAGNER TO REPRESENT

Akron, O., Oct. 28—E. Wagner of
